The Gold and Silver Regions of the; 
United States, 


The following is an extract from the late Re- į 
port of the Commissicner of Public Lands, | 
made to the Secretary ot the Interior’: 

The great auriferous region of the United 
States on the westera portion of the continent i 


stretches from the 49th degree north latitude 
and Pugit Sound to 21 degrees 30 minntes par- 


west of Greenwich to the Pacific Ocean, em- i 
bracing portions of Dacotub, Nebraska, Colora- f 
da, of all New Mexico, with Arizona, Utah, } 
Nevada, California, Oregon, and Washington 
Territory. It may be designated as comprising ; 
17 degrees of latitade, or a beradth of 1,100 
miles from north to south, and of nearly qnal; 
longitudinal extention, making an area of more | 
than a million of square miles, This vast re- 
gion is traversed from north to south, first, on 
the Pacific side by the Sierra Nevada ant the | 


region ie 100 feet on the line of tho lade or voln 


aud 100 feet on euch side, equal to sn area of 


20.000 square feet; or, suy 1,200 claima to the 
equare mile, Allow that only one bundreth 
part of the monntain ja occupied by paying 
leads or yeing, there will be apace for 8,600,000, 
But Gov. Evans of Colorado estimates the al- 
ready discovered gold-bearing region in that 
Territory as affording ampie room for 8,000,- 
000 claima, gud states that new discoveries are 
daily increasing this area, 

A glance at the map is anffoient to show that 
the mineral region of Colorado occupies less 
thau one sixth of the whole extent vuder con- 
sideration; but assume it to'be one rixth, there 
will he ample extent on the baris for 4,800,000 
olaima, which, if worked, would give employ- 
ment to 20,000,000 of men. Quartz that yrelda 
$12 per tun will pay iu favorable Incalities, but 
there are many veins now worked that yield 
from $20 to S500 per tnn, ang some that yield 
fram $500 to $2,000 per tnn, varying in differ- 
ent parts of the same lode, Some of the recent 
discoveries are estimated as high as $20,000 
per tun, hut thore have not yet heen worked, 

Tn addition to the deposita of gold and silver 
above alluded to, yarions sections of this whole 
region are rich in precious stones, marble, 
gyprum, salt, tin, quicheilver, asphaltum, 
con), iron, copper and, lead; miners} ard medi- 
cinal. thermal aud cold apringa and streams, 

None of these mines have heen worked for a 
grent length of time, except the placere of Cul- 
ifornia, and much the largest portion of them 
are compuraterely recent disenveries ; yet it 
bsr heen fully demonstrated that the deeper 
the mine issworked the richer is the ore or rock. 
Mines that barely paid at the surface are yield- 
ing enormous profits at a depth of 150 to 200 
feet, And when the geological formation of 
thie region is carefully considered it will be 
conceded that even the precians metala must 
be found in marses ond in position if a sufficient 
depth is reached. 

The above estimate of the extent of the mines 
may seem evtravagant, but it ia believed ex- 
perience will demonstrate that the estimate fs 
too low, Not now, nor tor many years to come, 
becanse the population is not there, but aa fast 
ar the population does reach that region the 
eorrectnege of these conclusions, it ia believed, 
will be vindicated. Wishin the Inst 18 months 
more has been done to establish the position 
assumed than all the discoveries previously 
made, The coming year and n halt will do 
atili more. The yield of the precious metals 
alone of this region will not fall below $100,- 
000,000 the last year, and it will augment with 
the increase of population for centuries to 
come. The value of these mines to the Country 
in absolutely inenleu'able—to the Government 
they may he-mide to yield in sevenue just in 
Proportion to the number of men employed in 
them. This year they shonld yield $10 000, - 
000, and wonld do eo under the operations of

Coe oar panaan 
The Defenses of Charleston. 

Aa there fa, no doubt thet the attack on 
Charleston has really commenced, the follow~ 
{ng bird’s eye view of the defenses of that oity, 
and the difficulties onr Monitora will ha?» ta 
contend against, from The Richmond Examiners 
will prove interesting : 

While the fortunes of the campaign would not 
be materially affected by ita destruction, and 
the subjugation of the South not advanced ona 
jota, yot it must be confessed that the impend~ 
ing conflict ia viewed with the deepest jnterest 
and solicitude by the people of the Confederate 

tates, and many à prayer is uttered for the 
safety of the city from which was Sred tho 
first gnn in thig war for our righta and inde~ 
pendence, 

Charleston is situated on s low, level point of 
land, at the junction of Cooper and Ashley 
rivers. No portion of the city id more than 
twenty feet above tide, ro that npon approach- 
ing it from the harber its buildings ang the 
beautiful spires of its churches seem to rise di~ 
rectly from the water. The Cooper river joina 
the Asbley ata right angle from the north, and 
thé continuation of the latter river, running 
nearly due east, forma the lower harbor and 
bay of Charleston, which widens gradually from 
{wo to five miles to its mouth, distant about 
ten miles from the city. On the opposite side 
of Cooper river, where it debouches {nto the 
harbor, a sbort mile from tha oity, ia Castle 
Pinckney, a small work, but mounting some 
heavy guns. Nearly opposite, on the southern 
side of the harbor, on James Island, about two 
miles distant, is Fort Jobneon, About four 
miles from the city, midway between Sullivan's 
and Jamee Islands, ia Fort Sumter, and directly 
northward of it, an Sullivan's Island, at a dis- 
tnoce of two thousand ysrde, is Fort Moultrie, 
Between these forts is the only channel for vea- 
sels to approach the city.

The principal entrance to the harbor ts 
through Ship Channel, the outer bar of which 
is distant sontbenst from Fort’ Sumter about 
aix miles, Shortly after crossing the bar, the 
enemy’s vergels will come uoder the fire of the 
batteries on John’s Isfund, near and yarallel to 
which the channel runs ina westerly direc- 
tion for nearly two miles. It tnen makes an 
bugle northward, ranning for more than a mile 
directly towards Fort Samter and Moultrie, 
After passing the former, it turds to the west 
and passes benenth these fortifications, direotly 
under their zune, and then bends to the sonth- 
west, in which direction it approaches Fort. 
Johrson for upwards of two miles, while on the 
right it is under the fire of Castle Pinchney, It 
is Hot, until the enemy silences or paeses all 
these works, and others whieh will announce 
themselves at the proper time, that he will be 
able to occupy Cooper and Ashley rivers, and 
place Charleston at the mercy of the shot and, 
shells of his irou-clada, 

Whatever uncertainty prevails as to the 
ability of fortifications to resist the impetus of 
the formidably projectiles burled hy the Fed- 
eral gunboats, there can be no doubt that the 
invulnerability of the turteted monsters will be 
tested on this occasion by a severer ordeal that. 
any to which they have heretofore been snbject~ 
ed ; and Admiral Dupont will Gad a different 
entertainment in ranning the gauntlet of Forts 
Sumter and Moultrie, and Johason and Pinck+ 
ney, from that furuished by the miserable abor- 
tion, mienamed batteries, at Port Royal, so 
prègnant of disgrage and disaster to South Car- 
onna. 

But eapposing every obstacle overcome, and 
the enemy’s fotiia enabled to set iteclf un- 
Seathed before thia city, it i4 occupied alone by 
armed men, under brave and skilfy) leaders, 
who will make it ono vast fortress; and while 
its beautiful spires may be topnted to the dust, 
and its baildinga given to the Hames, wh I one 
alone remaina above another, it wil? be defend- 
ed, and even ite ashes will be preserved from the 
pollution of a Yankee footstep.

On the 12th day ot May, 1861, just as the san 
was sinking behind the Sierra, two men, a çon- 
ple of donkeys, and four native Piutes, reached 
the summit of the gpuntain that overlooka the 
prerant town of UaSenville, Until thot time it 
is supposed that no white man bad ever visited, 
or even seen, Buena Vista Cation. Our travel- 
ere, who wore no other than Capt, Hugo Pfere- 
dorff and J. O. Hannan, pausing for a short 
time to rest, were struck with the beauty of the 
scenery which surrounded them. On cach side 
high mountaing and cliffs reared their craggy 
heada, whils far below them lay a beautiful val- 
ley covered with verdure, in the center of which 
a clear babbling brook coursed its way down to. 
wards the alkali plains to the eastward, The 
Captain (who bas poetry in his soul) orled out 
in the joy of his heart ‘Eureka! Jerry, we will 
call this Buena Vista Cañon. The name seemed 
quite appropriate, and our friesd Jerry concur. 
ved—thinking that it was indeed a beautiful 
view. 

On the 15th day of May the land on which 
the upper portion of the town of Unionvilie now 
stands was locate@h; Wm. J. Whitney, Hugo 
Pfersdorff and F, {Y° Hannan, Several good 
ledges were goon discovered and Jocated, and 
ou the 22d a miner’s meeting was called for the 
purpose of forming a district, and to enact laws 
for its government, L.M, Carter, one of the 
members of the present Board of County Com- 
missioners, had the bonor of presiding over the 
first meeting of white men ever asgembled fa 
Buena Vista Cañon ; W. Cummins acting as 
secretary. There were present at the meeting 
L.M. Carter, W. Cummins, Hugo Pferedorff, 
Chris, Lork and John CQolrick—the only white 
men in the district, 

H. Pferedorff wag elected Recorder—which 
office he bas filled to the present time. Soon 
after the district was organized the Captain waa 
left alone with the Piutes, living on gophers 
and roots, listening to the musical notes of the 
donkeys, and sometimes reclining on the green 
banks of the crystal stream which now bears 
his name, watching the gentle maidens of the 
plain as they gathered roots and grasshoppers 
for food. He managed to while away the lone~ 
some bours until he was reinforced by other ad- 
venturers who found their way into the cañon. 

The 4th of July was celebrated in appropriate 
manner. The declaration of independence was 
read by Capt, Pfersdorff, and an oration deliv— 
ered by Chris, Lark. It was soon deemed ad- 
visable to lny off a town; and on the 7th of 
July a meeting was called for that purpose. 
Messrs, Whitney, Pfersdorff and Hannan donat- 
ed the upper portion of their rauch for a town 
site—each person locating o jot agreeing to 
work two days on the road and improve the lot 
tothe value of fifty dollars, The first house 
built was the little log cabin known as Charley 
Deitz’ cabin, just below and adjoining The Re- 
gister office. The town had no particular form 
of Government until the Jat of May, 1862. At 
that time a Board of Town Directors was elect- 
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To-Day. 


; Unton, The three days fight at Fredericks- 
burg and Chancelloraville, with Séaneman‘s 
i briliant dash into the Richmond works, demon- 
j trate conclusively the ability of the Army of 
the Potomas to capture the rebel stronghold, 
Hooker, we think, is not chargeable with the 
failnre in which bis movement ended.

Itis a great les- 
son—a lasting rebuke to McClellen’s ditchiag 
tactios, It failed of complete overthrow to the 
rebels, by the incampetency of Averill, whose 
duty, with one division of horae, was to keep 
communication open between Stoneman and 
Hooker's headquarters, Communication was 
eat of and the river commenced rising, It 
was fairly surmised that og Stoneman did not 
return he was captured. Hooker conld not 
afford to lose his artery and infantry, and ¢o, 
to make safe of them, recrosseg the Rappa- 
hannock, Had he known Stoneman’s success, 
and sustained and followed up the cavalry with 
artillery and infantry, that day would have 
closed the history of the bastard Confederacy. 

It may be all thig has already been righted. 
Passengers by the stage tell us that the news 
was by telegraph in Dayton, as they started 
from Washoe bere, that all over California gang 
were firing in honor of the fall of Richmond, 
Tt seems ecarcely possible that Hooker bad re- 
covered from the effects of the severe fight; had 
got his dead buried; his wounded housed; his 
available men back ever the swollen Rappa- 
bannock; and successfully stormed the rebel 
capital, in so brief o time. But it may have 
been go. He depends more on fighting than on 
idle gtrategy and ivactivity, He kuows the 
discouragement that would mark the interim 
between the Jate failure and another expedition; 
and Fighting Jo may have madea sudden re- 
bound upon the rebels, taking them by surprise 
hefore they bad recovered from the panic 
Stoneman threw them into; and may hase 
captured Lee ond his army before the telẹ- 
graphs and railroads which Stoneman had 
broken could be brought into use for rein- 
forcement,

Tho first white vomas that visited Unionville 
was Mrs. W. J, Whitney, who.then resided in 
Humboldt City. She came over on a vislt in 
the month of Marck, remained a couple of days,

not least, one printing office, From present in- 
dications we will probably have thtee thousand 
jobabitants inside of six montha; and the im- 
provements at that time will no doubt astonish 
the PrIoNeER,

out brings word that ‘everybody is coming.’ 
From every couaty ia California they arrive gl- 
most dally—the average daily arrivals in 
Unionville being now about twenty—and from 
each direction the report is the same—‘all com- 
ing?

A courier Arw 
off to the home of Gazzi with the news, The 
Cardinal’s native city was illuminated, Cus- 
tom bad given on such an event, the late ser 
vants of the new Pope a claim to all his 
personal property. ‘The servants of Gazz 
drank up his wine, and gave a magnificent en 
tertainment. A few bours and another courier 
brought news of the true stute of affairs, The 
mistake cost Gazzi s'x thousand dollars, and 
the first courier came near losi g his head. 

Three ballotings passed; the hopes of Austrin 
and Lambruschin, which were one, grew dark 
The second ballating pave Mastai seventeen 
votes, Lambruschiai thirteen, On the third 
irin! the votes for Mastai ran up to twenty- 
seven, for Lambiuschini down to eleven. The 
fourth trial opened at three o'clock, on the 
evteenth, Mastar was at his post pate at ead 
What new houor was this that was hovering 
over him? It was an overwhelming destiny to 
one who two daya before hod not even dreamed 
of this vew position of affsirs, 

He parsed the intervals of the hallatings in 
solemn prayer. What thoughts filled his sind, 
whether of heaven or of earth, we can never 
expert to know The ballots were once more 
prepared, and for the fonrth time thrown into 
the chalice. The opening hegan in breathless 
alente. Mastat read his own name on the firat, 
the second, the thir, the fourth, fifth ballote, 
and thns on to the seventeenth without an in- 
terruption. Fbs voice hecame tremulous; his 
hand could hardly open the ballots. He 
opened the eighteenth, and seeing bis own name, 
he implored the Conclave to release him from 
the task of reading. This could not be per- 
mitted. He read on, until over forty times hie 
own name rang tremutously on the silent walls. 
Cirdinal Macchi came forward and fret per- 
formed adoration, and bent in allegiance to the 
new Pope. All the others followed. The 
window fronting the anxious ontside crowd waa 
thrown open, and Macchi proclaimed the new 
Head of the Church. The vacillating crowd 
jomed in acclamatian, echoing over Rome Pio 
Nino—the title of the new Pope. 

The ceremonies of coronatien came on. The 
officials of St Peter's received the Pope at the 
door of: the Cathe iral, and preceded him up the 
nave, chanting ‘Te es Peirus’—* Thou art 
Peter,’ Fans of peacock feathera waved before , 
him.

Electing a Pope, 

Bartolommeo Alberti Cappeliari, reigniog as 
Pope Gregory XVL., bienineud his dast on the 
lst of due, 1846. He had filid the papal 
chair since February, 1830, The Senior ( atdi- 
nal took charge of affairs unti} the election ot 
the new Pope. He led the grave College of 
Cardyals into the datb chamber of the defunt 
roler of the Vatican, to make sure by such 
witnessing, if was really the Pope that was 
dead Tn th ir presetiwe the Regent broke the 
ring, thd siguet ot sueceesion tu Peter the fub- 
erman, In the name of the States he ret n 
genl upon the effects found in the papal apart- 
meota. The personal etfects of the Pope fell to 
bis retainers, These rushed ia to secure the 
booty. Portions of bis garments were sold by 
his xervauts to eerve asamutets sud charms 
oguiust diseage, 

The body of the Pope was transported in n 
Vitter pnarded by obs guions borreme: , rattling 
a ong the streeta of the Chepel of the Holy 
Sierament, There on a grated bier, in full 
Pontifical rabea, tt was exposed to the populace, 
Tae feet prolrnded throggh the iron grating, 
that th crowds of the fmthfut might kiss the 
sole of the sacred slippers. For nine days, 
with chunging rites, the tu eral obsequies were 
continued with the utmost pomp uud pageantry. 
For ithe greater portor of this time the body 
repored beneath a collossal mausoleum tuih 
after the ethereal typy of Florence architecture, 
All that o church governed by filial feeling 
could do, was done to lighten the grandeur 
and make imposing the satemn ceremonies 
Solemu cecemontes performed by the highest 
dignitaries to secute the repose of the depar- 
tod soul flonted ther incense up to heaven 
When oll this pageantry was over, the body of 
Gregory was deposited ia the plaster sarcapha- 
gus just yucated by hia predecessor, Pios VIL, 
and hoisted toa resting place over the doors 
of St. Peter's, there to remain until bis sacces— 
gor seeking the place for his own dead body 
shail erowd him from thence into his final 
fob, 

The Cardinals were now gathered to elect a 
nw Pope. On the fourteenth of June the pro- 
cession of Cardinale passed within the doors of 
St. Sylvester, which closed firmly alter them. 
Assembling in the Pauline chapel, they swore 
to observe nll the pulka of the cucred conclave 
They then mutely entered the celis prepared 
for them, ond received visits from the agenta of 
almost every civilized government in the world.

Men of Stone, of Bronze, and of Iron. 

For some years reporta bave fram time to 
time reached this Country of a discovery in the 
Swiss lakes of vie tragus of pile villages, in- 
habited by races svuxtinct. A late uumber 
of The Edinburg Re-iew gives a Jong and in~ 
teresting account of the mysteries thua far un~ 
talded tn regard to them, which is reproduced 
in a Philadelphia jousnal. These Lacustrine 
villages, as they are called, consisted at one 
time of perbaps fifty thousand inhabitants, not 
much above four leet bigh, who, from dread of 
wild beasts, if not of the attacks of flerca 
neighbora, built thair habitationg out in the 
lakes, approaching them by a long cnuseway, 
also on piles, There ure the traces of three 
races having successively superceded one 
another tn the lake abodes, called reapectively 
the races of Stone, of Bronze, and of Iron. 
The Jant of these races muy be those hiaturi-- 
cally known through Roman writers, The age 
of Bronze, M. Marlot thinke, bas an antiquity 
of trom three to four thousand years, These 
Uates sre, however, all exceedingly uncertain; 
and, indeed, we bave the date of the abandon- 
ment af aue of tbe villages of the frat period, 
about three thousand years ago, pretty clearly 
estimated by the gradual falling of the Iuke, 
Even wood remains lor ages undecayed under 
water, and thas it 1s that relies are preserved of 
these (hree ages thatenable us almost to re- 
construct tnei abodes and to write u bistery of 
their rise and fall, thelr manners and custome, 
tbeir virtues and their vives, 

In the age of Stone the men were, as we 
have said, dwarfs, hving in the midat of a 
Faues and Flora cotermporary with that now 
existing.

VINGINIA—ITS POPULATION, ETO, 
Virginia le exceedingly lively, and presents the ap- 
pearange of gan Francisco in about ‘64 and töf, The 
population at the present time is about 12,000; but if 
the people pour in ag they have for tho last month, in a 
year's time the population will reach nt legst 80,000 or 
40,000. Bather an exorbitant estimate, but neverthe- 
less nearly correct. Californians havo carght the 
Washoa fevor, and aro floching hero in immense num- 
bors. Evory day the stages inward bound are crammed 
to overflowing with ‘sliver hunters. The Ploncer Stugo 
Company is compelled to run extra stages in order to 
accommodate the travel, while the California Stage 
Company, on the Jenness route, hos likewise added on 
additional namber. The Henness route will undoubt- 
edly become the great thoroughfare, ae ot least two- 
thirds of the people appear te coma from that direction’ 
THU STOCK MARGT 
Prosents an exceedingly animated appearance, and 
“gallers,’ ‘shrimps? and t lozenges’ abound in profa~ 
sion. From present indicitlona they will undoubtedly 
rule tho market. These appellatives are porhaps enig-

Letter from Star, 
Star City, May 18th 1863. 

Mr, Enivorn ; Seeing most of our towns re- 
presented by a correspondont in the columns of 
Tho Register, and none from Star, I thought I 
would fill the vacancy ; though I have been 
hard nt work aj] day with pick and shovel. 
Things here are looking up, and the crowds of 
men which moy be seen in our atreeta at all 
times of day speak of the good time coming. 
Wagons and white tents stand on almost every 
level spot, fram one end of the cañon to the 
other, and a friend at my e)bow says that the 
fair sex is well represented among the immi- 
grants, Better than all, we ore at work in 
good earnest, and the mountaina ring oll day 
and night long, with the deep boom of blasta. 
At last the miners seem to have waked up to 
the truth, that no one will develop their Jodes 
for them; and have gone about it themselves. 
On the Mammoth, six tunnels are to be ran this 
senson—-worls is now going on in three, and the 
otbers will stort as soon a9 tools ean be pro- 
cured. A shaft is beieg sunk on the San Ber- 
nord, and fine mineral is coming out, A tnn- 
nel to strike this Jode two hundred feet deep, 
io to be commenced immediately. The tuonel 
on the Charter Oak co's ground, (Crown Point, 
Last Chance, and Daniel Webster? lodes) is in 
seventy feet, and the contractors feel sure of 
gtrikjng their first lode within the next thirty 
feet, The American Basin co. ia sinking a 
shaft on the vein struck laat Winter in its South 
tunnel, and is taking out some fine rock. Work 
goes on briskly in the Yankee tunnel, and they 
struck a email vein of quartz the other day 
which showed the genujoc Yankee mineral, 
wherent all the owners rejoiced.

Consternation in Richmond. 
The raid of General Stoneman witha por- 

tion of his cavalry command to within a couple 

of miles of Richmond, for boldvers, dash and 

sucvers, Jeavea all other exploits of like char~ 
acter during the war far in tho rear, It was a 
holdly conceived plan, and most daringly exe- 
cuted. It caused a consternation in Richmond 
greater than any created in that city since the 
war, Tho Richmond papers admit, too, that he 
cauged sad havoc with the railroads and bridges, 

and with locomotives and trains loaded with 
army stores. Some of bis men were within a 
mile and n quarter of the oity, and had he beon 
aware that there were but a fow hundred sold- 
iers in the city, he could have oaptared it, and 
destroyed the Confederate property, including 
the foundries for casting guns. He could also 
have destroyed the bridge over James river. 
Asit war, he inflicted immense damage on the 
rebels, and taught them n leeson in cavalry 
raids which they wiil be apt to remember. 
Stuart’s exploits in that line sink into insignifi- 
cance in comparison. Had Hooker succeeded 
in thoroughly defeating Lee's army at Chancel- 
lorsvi}le, ns we nl! hoped, and ashe was confi- 
dent he wonld do, the fate of the rebellion 
would have been nearly decided. With hia 
communications with Richmond destroyed, 
General Lee was well aware that defeat was 
destruction not only to his army hut to the 
rebel couse, and hence he and his officers and 
men had before them the greatest inducement 
to fight with desperation fn the death., And

they fought with a recklesgilisregard of lile, 
which showed a full estimat} of the condition 
in which they were placed, On the other 
hand, a reverse to the Union army could, at the 
utmost, only amount to a temporary check. It 
would not prove an irretrievable disaster. 
Hence, there was a vast difference in the posi- 
tions of the two armies toward their respective 
Governments. But for the raio storm and 
rapidly rising river, Hooker would have main- 
lsined his position for another twenty-four 
houre, within which time he would have Jearn- 
ed the havoc committed by Stoneman, and 
found that the rebel army was in his power. 
Placed in possession of the fact that the rail- 
road had been destroyed, that the rebel General 
Lee had been cut off from farther supplies and 
reinforcements, and the army of Hooker would 
have become enthnsiistic and irresistible, If 
he commences the offensive immedintely, it may 
not yet be too late, as some days must elapse 
ae the bridges on the railroad can be re- 
built, 

A cavalry raid in the West bas also been re- 
corded, which reflects great oredit on the Fed- 
eral arms. It in that of Colonel Grierson, 
through Micsisiippi. He, with about fifteen 
hundred mounted men, traversed the State north 
and south for nearly or quite three hundred 
miles. He carried consternation into the coun- 
try, and played sad havoc with railroads aod 
other rebel property.
